DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1. Claim 18 is a linking claim that is found to be allowable for the reasons noted below. 
Therefore, the restriction requirement in the Office Action (mailed on October 7, 2005) has been 
withdrawn. Claim 27 has been rejoined with Claims 18 and 20 through 26 and fully examined 
for patentability. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Reasons for A llowan ce 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The applicant(s) remarks in the response filed on September 19, 2006 (note page 6) have 
been fully incorporated by reference herein. The prior art does not teach, inter alia, "depositing 
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a thin film of only titanium on a bottom metal layer such that parts of the thin film are deposited 
on crystal grain boundaries of the bottom metal layer to form seed crystals", as recited in Claim 
18. 

The prior art teaches depositing a thin film of titanium on a bottom metal layer. 
However, titanium is deposited as an alloy in combination with other elements. The deposition 
of titanium does not occur alone, by itself, as the only single material being deposited on the 
bottom metal layer. Support for this feature can be found in the applicant(s) specification at the 
bottom of page 21, where titanium is the critical material, i.e. nucleus, necessary to form seed 
crystals. 

Accordingly, Claims 18 and 20 through 27 are allowed.
